"Subject; 



"Waging war against international communism 
which is •clobbering' Cuba and threatening the internal 
security of the United States and the survival of the 
American continent and its democratic political entities. 

"Background Information; 

"We, the men who have carried on the struggle 
with international communism for nearly 30 years, are 
familiar, from long-dated experience, with its practices, 
which include infiltration and open or occult control 
of a country's leadership positions from which they can 
render better services to their Moscow headquarters or, 
rather, nursery. International communism strives to 
capture and form a zone of influence in the Caribbean 
and South America area for the purpose of harassing 
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"the great American Democracy and bringing about such 
an upheaval as to maicr it impossible for it to take 
effective measures to stop the Supreme Soviet in its 
ambition of a world hegemony-. 

"In Cuba, international communism has been 
able to establish a formidable base of operations at 
a scant 90 miles from the United States. This is 
within an effective range for its tactical rockets 
which are now at a convenient distance from the 
production and population centers of the United 
States. Cuba is a perfect location for the spreading 
of Soviet propaganda and for the infiltration of subversive 
agents. These subversive agents operate by working on 
the individuals of the underdeveloped areas of Spanish 
America and on the minorities of the United States. They 
bring pressure to bear on individuals, officers and 
governments. They promise remuneration to the former 
and revrards to the latter. They take full advantage 
of the guarantees which are built in a democratic 
regime and of the oft -repeated statements that there 
will be no intervention. Their audacity has reached 
unheard-of extremes and, no doubt, they will push it 
farther and farther in order to bring to heel the 
great Nation which shoulders the responsibility of 
being the leader of democracy in the world. Their 
aim is to entangle this Nation in the maze of its 
own legal concepts and to deliver it defenseless to 
its mortal enemy. 

"Existing Provisions : 

"The Monroe Doctrine and the several 
agreements entered into by the members of the OAS 
authorize the adoption of measures to combat the 
implantation or interference in the Americas of 
a power outside this continent, (in Cuba's case, v;e 
are not confronted with the interference of an outside 
power, but with the implantation of a foreign doctrine 
which is contrary, and admittedly so, to the way of 
life of this hemisphere.) 
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II. "Solution Recommended" 

"The United States of America, whose 
main concern is and should be its own internal 
security, should refrain from any direct inter- 
vention, justified as it may be.

The members of the military unit v/ill 
undergo serious training for the accomplishment of 
their mission which is the liberation of our country 
from communism by waging war against communism on Cuban 
soil. After the members of the Commissions are named, 
the remaining forces will make up the First Tactical 
Unit of the Group with proper cadres.

SALAS-CANIZARES gave his opinion that if the 
United States government gave its authorization, he could 
organize at least one full battalion of local Cubans to 
fight against communism wherever their services should 
be desired.

I INTO Group, Ifaited States Armyi^ Miami, 
Florida, advised that in October, 1962 the Uhited States 
Army began accepting Cuban nationals in the Uhited 
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States for training in the Iftiited States Army. Since 
that time, in the Miami metropolitan area, 3,214 Cuban 
nationals have been processed; 2,119 were found accept- 
able after processing, but they kSM db£ alC come back 
for llndfiQtion; 322 were rejected; 1,837 were inducted 
into the'lfaited States Army and 31 into the Ifoited 
States Navy. About 400 that were processed never 
showed up for induction. 

On December 20, 1962, 30 chartered buses 
brought about 900 Cuban members of the Iftiited States 
Army from the training camp at Fort i&iox, Kentucky, to 
Miami, for Christmas leave. These Cuban soldiers were 
due back at camp on January 3, 1963. Later they will 
be transferred to Fort Jackson, South Carolina, because 
the climate is warmer; is more to their liking and they 
have ccnnplained that they do not like to be in the 
cooler climates. 

Most of the ant^'- CASTRO organizations fully 
back the United States Army's program for accepting Cuban 
itSaBtionalr^'v ' ^^into the Army for 'military service. 
Thousands of stickers saying "Alistatel" (Enjlist!) are 
seen on autonobile bustlers, house and store windofjls, 
rooming house walls and other places used and frequehted 
by Cubans in Miami.

Synopjiiron 4/18/63, JOSE MIRO CARDONA released-.a. 25 page stat ement to 
press criticizing U.S. Govt, policy on Cuba and dealings with 
Cuban exiles. On same day MIRO resigned as. head of Cuban 
Revolutionary Council- (CRC). ANTONIO MACEO is now considered 
head of CRC, but ANTONIO VARONA has the power. .A commission 
of leading Cuban exiles on 5/20/63 drew up a dociiment as a 
basis for unity. This document was signed by more than 100 
leading Ctiban exiles, 45 of this group being called Cuban 
Committee of Liberation (CCL) . These 45 will select arL.execu- 
tive committee which will choose a president of the executive 
committee. CARLOS PRIO SOGARRAS considers himself likely to 
be elected. JULIO. 6ARCERAN favors a government in exile, but 
says U, S. Govt, against this idea. In 5/63 JOSE^UIZ . 
WILLIAMS, former Brigade 2506 member, was also working for 
xmity. Members of Second National Front o£ ESicambray (SNFE) 
attacked Cuba on 3/17/63 from a "secret base in the Caribbean." 
On 4/5/63, British captured 9 SNFE members; and on 4/6/63, 
U.S. Coast Guard captured ELOY GUTIERREZ MBNOYO, SNFE leader, 
and 4 of his men. On 3/27/63, Comandos L attacked a Russian 
ship at Caibarien, Cuba, and U. S. Customs seized Comandos L 
boat on its retiim to Miami, Fla. Directorio Revolucionario 
Estudiantil (DRE) .members arrived off Cuba on 4/28/63, but 
called off raid because of rough seas. On 4/15/63, U.S.

MM T-2 advised that the opposition faction is of 
the opinion that the CRC should continue as it has before 
and that MIRO should not have publicly stated his complaints 
concerning the United States Government's policy on Cuba 
and its relations with the Cuban exiles* MM T-2 said this

On April 18, 1963, JOSE MIRO CARDONA released a 
25 page statement to the press* This statement criticized 
United States foreign policy towards the government of 
Cuba and the USSR, claimed that the United States Govern- 
ment had misled Cuban exiles, and the statement went on 
to review MIRO CARDONA ^s contacts with high United States 
Government officials* In the end of this statement, MIRO 
CARDONA resigned his position as head of the CRC* 

On May 6, 1963, MM T-3, who has been active in 
Cuban revolutionary matters for the past four years, 
advised that theoijeticajly the CRC* is :Still ,in existjence 
and ANTONIO MACEO is considered the head of the CRC; 
however, the real power in the organization is ANTONIO- 
DE VARONA, inasmuch as he represents a large number of 
Cuban exiles, has a well formed and closely knit political 
organization, and was the political leader of the Cuban 
exile movement before MIRO CARDONA was named as the head 
of the CRC by the United States Government* 

6. 
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MM T-3 said that since the United States 
Government discontinued subsidising the ORG, its con- 
tinued existence is doubted and that new Cuban exiles 
are looking to a new vehicle to establish unity* 

On May 6, 1963, MM T-4, a member of the Executive 
Committee of the Triple A political organization, stated 
it was doubtful that the CRC would continue its existence, 
inasmuch as funds have been cut off, it is now considered 
^ a has-been organization, and now other unity movements 
are overshadowing it* 

MM T-4 said that the Triple A political party 
of AURELIO SANCHEZ ARANGO has been contacted by a number 
of would-be unity organizations but at the present time, 
there was no one significant unity organization being 
formed • 

MM T-4 said that SANCHEZ ARANGO maintains that 
the best way to establish unity among the Cuban exiles is 
to cut off all money payments to them by the United States 
Government, discontinue all United States Government inter- 
ference with the Cuban exiles, and allow a Cuban political 
exil^ leader to emerge through his own efforts and ability. 




\ On May 16, 1963, JULIO GARCERAN, former Supreme 

Court justice and president of the anti-CASTRO organization, 
Pro-Gobierno Constitucional de Cuba,- advised that about six 
months ago, a group of prominent Cuban cexiles. formed a 
commission to study the possibility of forming unity among 
the different exile groups o This commission consisted of 



I all of whom were former leaders 
in Cuban ejcyox^i^^ political or educational matters « This 
commission drew up a document consisting of three basic 
principles, (1) xinity of Cuban exile organizations, (2) the 
destruction of the FIDEL CASTRO RUZ regiiae in Cuba, and 
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(3) the restoration of the Cuban Constitution of 1940*

GARCERAN s tated l I re cent Iv has furnished 
statements to the press concerning this document indi- 
cating he is the leader of a new unity movement • GARCERAN 
said there is no single leader of this new movement » that 
PRIONS action was not made with the knowledge of other 
signers and has aroused resentment among his fellow signers. 
GARCERAN concluded that he will believe in Cuban unity only 
when he sees it Actually materialize * 

On May 22, 1963, JOSE MORELL ROMERO advised that 
the Cuban Committee of Liberation was his idea of a unity 
organization based on personalities rather than on organi- 
zations « The committee would be limited to about 125 
members to prevent it from becoming unwieldy* 

MORELL said the manifesto dated May 20,1963, 
signed by more than 100 persons, reflected the purposes 
of the, organization t (1) an intention to fight for the 
independence of Cuba, (2) eradication of communism from 
Cuba, and (3) the reestablishment of the 1940 Cuban 
Constitution* 

Of the 100 plus signers, 45 people wdfll be 
selected to head the group known as the Commixtee 
JjibgBa4aon, which, in turn, will elect an e&ecutive 
^committee of seven persons to carry out the functions 
and purposes of the organization* The chairman of the 
executive committee will be called the president or 
the executive secretary* A meeting will be held on 
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May 25, 1963, for the election of the executive 
committee « 

On May 27, 1963, MORELL stated that the group 
of 45 individuals of the ComEaittee of Liberation had been 
selected but the election 5f th^ executive committee had 
been postponed thirty days to allow more people to 'come 
into the organization o MORELL stated he ^fflll continue 
his temporary provisional executive committee for another 
thirty days , at which time- the- permanent- executive— 
committee will be elected « 

MORELL said tl^t ANTONIO DE VARONA of the CRC 
had not yet signed with this unity group but it is 
expected he will and when he does, it is expected that 
Jtfhe leading, personalities dLn the CRC will ^come into the 
Cuban Committee o*f ' Libera tion» 

On May 27, 1^63, MM T-3 advised that the CCL 
appears to be the most serious of all the unity efforts 
and the one most likely to succeed because it has obtained 
the leading figures in the political, social, economic 
and action groups o 

MM T-3 explained that as yet, no representative 
of the Directorio Revolucionario Estudiantil (DRE) has 
signed, nor has -ANTONIO DE VARONA or MANUEL RAYo 

On May 21, 1963, CARLOS PRIO SOCARRAS, former 
president of Cuba, advised that it was doubtful CARLOS 
HE VIA would go along with the CCL, inasmuch as he is 
under the impression the United„,Stat:es Government will 
eventually overthrow the CASTRO regime in Cuba and will 
select him, HEVXA, as the next president of Cuba» 

PRIO stated that MANUEL ARTIME of the MRR is 
outside the United States and it is hoped that he will 



sign with the CCLo| |the Bacardi 

Rxam Company, wants to have a referendum and a free 
elect ipn among the Cubans in exile for the selection 
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of a p resident of Cuba in exile • It is not known if 
will join with the CCLo 



The DRE has not signed with the CCL, which is 
in keeping with the students' policy of not becoming 
involved with political organizations . AURELIO SANCHEZ 
ARANGO is a "demogogue , " does not agree with anybody on 
anything, has not signed $ and is not expected to sign. 
ANTONIO DE VARONA is expected to come into the CCL in 
the future and if and when he does, it is expected the 
leading personalities in the CRC will join him* PEDRO 
LUIS DIAZ LANZy former head of the Cuban Air Force, has 
signed with the CCL, as have SANTIAGO ALVAREZ and other 
action group leaders « 

PRIO stated that although he does not seek to 
be president of the CCL or president of the Cuban Govern- 
ment in Exile, if elections were held, he probably would 
be one of the individuals most likely to be elected. If 
he was elected, he would do everything in his power to 
carry on the fight against FIDEL CASTRO. He said he 
would organize Cuban resistance inside Cuba and would 
organize guerrilla bands in scattered areas throughout 
Cuba and would revitalize the anti-CASTRO underground 
in Cuba. 

PRIO said he would seek and naturally accept 
any aid or help given by any country but would carry 
on operations of the Cubans in exile independent of any 
other country o He would seek the friendship of the 
United States and stated finances could be arranged 
through contributions from wealthy Cubans and there- 
after by urging each Cuban exiled in the United States 
to contribute $1.00 per month to the movement. 
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Cuban Government in Exile Plan 

On May 16, 1963, JULIO GARCERAN, former Supreme/ 
Court justice in Cuba, advised that his organization, ^Pgg^ 
Gobi erno_CQns,t (PGCC) , continues as 

'"tmity group to est^^ish Government in Exile, 

which is provided for under the Cuban Constitution of 
1940. 

GARCERAN said he is working carefully to make 
sure he is not interfering with United States Government 
plans or operations concerning Cuba and does not want to 
oppose tiia-- United States-Government and realizes that- 
different high government officials have given out public 
policy statements against establishment of a government 
in exile* 

GARCERAN said he is working with and not opposing 
unity efforts of JOSE MORELL^s CCL and has signed the 
May 20, 1963 unity document of the CCL* 

^ GARCERAN stated that the PGCC, acting independent 
of the CCL, is working to establish a Cuban Government in 
Exile and unity among Cuban exiles • 

The ''Miami Herald,*' a newspaper published daily 
in Miami, Florida, on May 3, 1963, stated that the Senate 
of the State of Florida adopted a resolution endorsing 
the recognition of a Cuban Government in Exile* 

The article stated the endorsement was strongly 
supported by U* S» Senator GEORGE SMATHERS (Democrat, 
Florida) in Congress, who suggested the exile government 
be legally constituted under the existing provisions of 
the Organization- of American States* 

GARCERAN said that the United States Government 
for the past four years, in a number of policy statements 
by responsible officials, has strongly voiced its dis- 
approval of the proposed Government in Exile in the 
United States ; however, GARCERAN feels that by estab- 
lishing a Government in Exile, a legal entity would be 
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established to receive United States, Latin America, 
and Organization of American States aid in overthrowing 
the riresent government of Cuba.

2 MM T-5, who is in close contact with ,the leaders 

of this organization, on April 25, 1963, said that the AFC 
is headed by General GENEROSO CAMPOS MARQUETTI, a former 
Cuban general,. who fought against Spain in the War of 
Independence. 

The real head of the organization- and the one 
most active in it is* SANTIAGO REY PERNAS, a former minister, 
a great orator, and a dishonest politician, who has been 
trying for months to form a unity organization among 
different political leaders. REY has had very little 
success. 

On May 5, 1963, MM T-3 advised that the AFC 
was organized, sponsored and promoted by "Batistianos" 
who have a bad reputation in Cuba for graft and corruption 
during the time they were in power. A list of officers 
of the organization reflects the names of aging political 
and military figures who represent an era in Cuba when 
wealth, position, and power were obtained on a basis of 
favoritism, influence and corruption, rather than by 
ability, industry, and leadership. 

On May 2, 1963, JOSE E. RODRIGUEZ CALDERON, 
former admiral in the Cuban Navy, advised that he is one 
of the officials of the AFC, which organization continues 
to work as a unity group and continues to contact leading 
Cuban figures in exile for the purpose of having them 
join and support this organization. 
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JULIO 6ARCERAN also aspires to be president of 
Cuba In Exile, Is Jjaterested In the AFC, but has little 
support .

CARLOS FRIO SOCARRAS has been contacted but has 
not joined the AFC'. 

RODRIGUEZ CAIDERON advised that General MANUEL 
BENITEZ VALDEZ, former chief of the Cuban National Police, 
a couple of months ago left Miami and fled to Guatemala, 
inasmuch as local police were looking for him on charges 
of fraud. BENITEZ was the military head of the AFC and 
has been replaced by General GENEVEVO PEREZ. 

Pending Unity Attempts 

On May 29, 1963, MM T-3 advised that JOSE RUIZ 
WILLIAMS, former artillery officer in Brigade 2506, attended 
a testimonial affair for General LUCIUS D. CLAY in Mew York 
on April 22, 1963, and the persons in attendance included 
President JOHN F. KENNEDY and Attorney General ROBERT 
KENNEDY. MM T-3 said that RUIZ WILLIAMS is considered by 
Cuban exiles as having high U. S. Government contacts and 
as being a close personal friend of Attorney General 
KENNEDY. 

MM T-3 stated that RUIZ is reportedly traveling 
extensively and working vigorously to establish a unity 
movement; however, he is not well known and is competing 
with such big names as CARLOS PRIO SOCARRAS, JOSE BOSCH 
and JOSE MORELL ROMERO, who are men of wealth, political 
ability and know-how and in this competition, RUIZ WILLIAMS 
has little chance of success. 

On February 22, 1963, CARLOS HEVIA, interim 
president of Cuba in 1934, called for unity among the 
anticommunist groups in Cuba and the United States to 
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overthrow the communist government of Cuba and after the 
communist government of Cuba is overthrown, a government 
in Cuba will be established for social reforms and 
economic rehabilitation. 

HEVIA calls for the free elections in Cuba 
within eighteen months, the re -establishment of the 
1940 Cuban Constitution, the provision that the tem- 
porary president of Cuba run in general elections, the 
repeal of the laws passed since January 1, 1959, and 
that crimes will be punished in accordance with the 1940 
Constitution* 

. m T-3 advised that HEVIA, like RUIZ WILLIAMS, 
is in no position to compete with PRXO SOCARRAS, MORELL 
ROMERO, or ANTONIO DE VARONA in hoping to emerge as the 
unity leader.

On May 24, 1963, MM T-3 advised the SNFE is an 
anti-CASTRO organization headed by 29-year-old ELOY 
GUTIERREZ MENOYO, formerly a commander in the Cuban 
rebel forces which fought against the government of Cuba 
prior to January 1, 1959. 

On May 2, 1963, MM T-6, a member of a Cuban 
exile action group which has conducted raids against Cuba, 
advised that he has known GUTIERREZ for a number of years 
and that GUTIERREZ is not trusted by the majority of Cuban 
exiles, inasmuch as his brother and father were militant 
Communists. GUTIERREZ himself betrayed anticbmmunist 
forces in Trinidad, Cuba, in August, 1959. 

MM T-6 said that many people doubt that GUTIERREZ 
really ever split with FIDEL CASTRO RUZ and some people 
feel GUTIERREZ is still loyal to and working for CASTRO. 
Although GUTIERREZ is highly controversial, Cuban exiles 
who are opposed to him admit he has proven his ability 
to raise funds, obtain equipment and supplies, and go 
off on military expeditions. MM T-6 stated that many 
people doubt GUTIERREZ ' organization actually engaged • 
in raids mentioned in their press releases in the 
winter of 1962.

Comandos-L, an anticommunist organization consisting 
of Cuban refugees, which has engaged in armed attacks 
against ships and shore installations off the north 
shore of Cuba. 
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They explained that they were formerly members 
o£ Alpha 66, which was headed by ANTONIO VECIANA, a 
certified public accountant in Cuba. In October, 1962, 
VECIANA made a secret agreement with 6UTIERBEZ of SNFE* 
When the agreement was made known, members of Alpha 66 
refused to go along with VECIANA 's decision. VECIANA 
thereafter took arms and'Ononey belonging to the Alpha 66 
organization, abandoned the organization, and went over 
to the SNPE. Thereafter, VECIANA was expelled from 
Alpha 66 and the original organization changed its name 
to Comandos-L to show they were in no way connected with 
the SNFE. VECIANA retained the name Alpha 66 and con- 
tinues to use it at the present time.

Alpha 66 are considering a unity of two organizations. 
Actually, it is one organization, SNFE, because the 
Alpha 66 organization with the SNFE consists of only 
one member, ANTONIO VECIANA.

GUTIERREZ 
and the other four exiles were spotted in an 18-foot boat 
west of Andros Island, Bahamas, and after their capture, 
were brought to Miami, Florida, and detained at the 
Immigration and Naturalization Service (INS) facility 
at Opa**locka, Florida.

In the meantime, 
FIORINI turned the boat over to EVELIO DUQUE, who, with his 
group, left with the boat, and headed for the Bahamas. 
FIORINI flew over to the Bahamas with a Cuban radio operator 
technician, JOSE MARIA GONZALEZ, rented a private plane, 
flew to an uninhabited island, and was picked up by British 
authorities, who expelled him from the Bahamas. 

On April 1, 1963, the United States Coast Guard 
advised that British authorities captured the "Violyn III" 
that morning in the vicinity of Norman Key, Bahamas. The 
boat contained sixteen Cuban nationals with arms and 
ammunition, and one American adventurer, JERRY BUCHANAN, 
who has a known criminal record.
